Editor Roundabout: 

But for the plans of those who de- 
sire that the back track shall be ta- 
ken and the citv business and city 
schools be turned over to the avarice 
of petty politicians to parcel out for 
party service, there would have 
been no special contest in the city 
election.

The peo- 
ple of Frankfort have a more vital 
interest in the Constitutional Con- 
vention than the success of any 
ticket, and this interest is as certain 
to be damage and endangered by 
the policy being pursued by the 
disgnlng authors of the bogus parti- 
san movement as night follows day. 
It is an evidence of weakness and a 
bad cause when outside people, total- 
ly unacquainted with our city affairs, 
are brought here to become em- 
broiled in city contests. 

Are the people of Frankfort ready 
to take the back track?
